We also 
had one false alarm and three calls for mutual aid - two for structure fires in Bath and 
another structure fire in Sugar Hill. The lack of hydrant systems in most of the North Country 
necessitate calls for additional men and equipment from other towns for some emergencies. We 
belong to a Mutual Aid Association together with more than 15 other towns and we call 
for additional help as we need it and we in turn respond to other towns if called. 


We have also decided to build a new water tanker. The one we have now belongs to the 
state so we will be using the chassis from the old town truck and having a tank built to 
our specifications. It should be in service this year. 


Old Home Day continues to be very successful. There have been many changes in years 
past but it continues to be alot of fun. We had to cut back on our fund raising last year 
due to limited availability of help. We all find ourselves “too busy” sometimes but without 
a good, active Fire Department, we would all notice a difference due to cost of fire 
protection. Hopefully, it will get back on track in years to come.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number 
of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris burning fires that escaped control. 
All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. By New 
Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause 
to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material, except when the ground 
is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire 
Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire 
are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are 
also liable for paying all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland 
fire suppression during 1989, including several large fires in Alton, Allenstown, Chesterfield, 
and Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


It has been a relatively busy year for the Conservation Commission as we come to the 
end of our second year serving with the community. 


While the monies are still available from the LCIP program, we have concentrated our 
efforts on working with landowners in the community who have shown a sincere interest 
in preserving their land from future sub-division and development. With the tremendous 
commitment by the landowners, who have donated to the town half the market value of 
their land, and the LCIP personnel, we have been successful in preserving over 400 acres 
of land in our community. We would encourage other landowners to contact us if they are 
interested in participating in the program. 


Working in concert with the Planning Board we have also helped to draft the Proposed 
Wetlands Ordinance with the intent in mind to protect very poorly drained soils from being 
developed beyond their capacity. 


We also would like to take this opportunity to thank all the residents who participated 
in our Spring Clean-Up Campaign and would like to inform the community that we will 
meet again this Spring for another round. 


Along with our continuing efforts to work with the LCIP program over the next year, 
we will continue compiling the natural resource inventory of Landaff in accordance with 
RSA 36-A: 2. With the help of many individuals and agencies we have been successful in 
indexing the soil types, wetlands, prime agricultural lands, deer yards, State Snow Mobile 
Trails, and will continue working with the NHNH to catalog our unique flora and fauna. 


Weare also currently working on forming a joint sub-committee with the Towns of Landaff, 
Lyman and Lisbon to investigate and promote a workable recycling program. Residents 
are encouraged to participate and offer any suggestions. 


The Conservation Commission meets every third Wednesday of the month at 7:00 p.m. 
at the Town Hall and all meetings are open to the public.

These will be voted on by ballot as required 
by State law, so be sure to read them over carefully prior to Town meeting if you did not 
get a chance to attend the public hearings held in January.

The Chapter One Program beaan the year with renewed enthusiasm with 
nine of its staff members attending the state-wide Chapter One Sharing 
Conference held in September.

It is indeed a pleasure to submit my third annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for White Mountains School Administrative 
Unit#35. During 1989, SAU#35 has continued to provide new educational 
opportunities and programs for our six districts. I am very pleased 
with the tremendous quality of instructional programs and services 
provided our youth. Our school districts in SAU#35 of Bethlehem, 
Lafayette Regional, Profile, Lisbon. Landaff and Littleton should be 
very proud of the many dedicated teachers, administrators, support 
staff, board members, and community volunteers who have worked so 
diligently to promote educational excellence and positive growth within 
our schools and communities. 


In June, our SAU implemented the first Summer Institute for 
Students through funds available from our Project T.E.S.1I.S. grant 
supported by the Governor’s Initiative for Excellence in Education.

Plans are presently being developed for a 
second Summer Institute for Students in 1990 to continue this 
opportunity to stimulate, motivate, and enrich the learning environment 
of youngsters beyond the regular classroom. 


Presently SAU#35, in association with our neighboring SAU#36, is 
participating collaboratively in a hands-on instructional program in 
science education for teachers from grades 4-8. This unique program is 
called "Project Physics", and provides instructional training, written 
materials, and simple science equipment appropriate for use by teachers 
in the everyday classroom. Each of the nineteen scheduled workshop 
sessions addresses a specific area of physical science instruction, and 
is designed to improve science teaching skills with upper elementary and 
middie school teachers. Funds were provided for this program through 
the Dwight D. Eisenhower Mathematics and Science Act, Title II. SAU#35 
received funding for the two grants submitted in the amount of $15,900. 
Paul Williams from Profile Jr/Sr High School is serving as project 
manager for our grants, and is co-instructing these workshops with two 
other teachers from SAU#36. Lakeway Elementary in Littleton is hosting 
all of the instructional activities presently being attended by nineteen 
staff members. We are very pleased to be able to offer this type of 
staff development training in science within SAU#35. 


In November, 1989 our SAU was visited by an independent team of 
specialists and educators assigned by the New Hampshire Department of 
Education to assess and evaluate our current status of compliance with 
state and federal regulations regarding special education. Our last 
On-Site Review had been conducted in March of 1987, and several 
significant findings of non-compliance were reported. I am pleased to 
report that our districts within SAU#35 demonstrated tremendous progress 
and improvement since that report. We received several commendations, 
and more importantly we were able to show consistent compliance with 
most regulations and expected special education programming. It is a 
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credit to Celia Teare, SAU#35 Exceptional Child Services Coordinator, 
and our building level administrators, special education coordinators, 
and staff, that we were reviewed so favorably. A great deal of diligent 
hard work and commitment from individual districts is responsible for 
this dramatic improvement. We still have areas for continued 
improvement, but we expect to receive full approval from the State of 
New Hampshire for our special education programs and practices. 

Citizens are encouraged to review the annual report of the Exceptional 
Child Services Coordinator which appears later in this document. 


Our SAU#35 Project SAP (Student Assistance Program) continues to 
move forward and gain momentum within our schools and districts to 
combat the community problems of alcoho] and substance abuse. During 
1989-90 we have generated over $40,000 in grants to fund our ful]l-time 
facilitator/coordinator (Diana Webster), as well as our program expenses 
and parent groups. The SAP Advisory Council continues to serve the SAU 
well, and has provided growing representation from community agencies, 
schools, businesses, law enforcement, and interested community citizens. 
We sincerely encourage any interested person to contact our office if 
you would be willing to serve on our Advisory Council. Through the SAP 
program, a concentrated effort is being made to provide an educational] 
component within our secondary schools which offers a trained resource 
counselor to students and parents offering services for drug and alcoho! 
problems. During 1990 these services will be provided within our 
elementary schools as well. I encourage each of you to support our 
efforts to address this serious social problem in our communities. 


Our Fall California Achievement Test results for grades 4, 8, and 
10 continue to demonstrate significant progress in our districts, as 
well as competitive rankings with state and national percentiles. Each 
of our schools is making a strona effort to effectively identify 
instructional areas where improvement is needed, while at the same time 
encouraging students to continue to succeed in those areas where we are 
doing well. A strong effort is being made in our feeder districts and 
schools to better coordinate communications and planning efforts to 
enhance instructional activities K-12. We must continue to concentrate 
our efforts on the learning process for students with an emphasis on 
problem solving and critical thinking skills. A major role for schools 
in this decade will be to integrate these learning skills throughout the 
curriculum, instructional practices, and day-to-day learning experiences 
in the community. 


During 1989-90, several of our outstanding educators received 
special recognition worth mentioning to each of you. Laurie Boswell, 
mathematics teacher at Profile Jr/Sr High School. was honored as one of 
four finalists for the 1990 Teacher of the Year in New Hampshire. This 
is indeed a prestigious honor. and speaks well for our SAU, the Profile 
School District. and the North Country. We should all be proud of her. 
In the summer of 1989, Linda Massimilla, an elementary teacher in 
Lisbon, was selected as a teacher representative from New Hampshire to 
tour Japan and act as an educational ambassador from our country. Her 
experiences and subsequent presentations have indeed shown honor to her 
selection for our SAU. Paul Williams, science teacher at Profile, was 
selected as a National Science Foundation grant recipient to spend three 
weeks in San Diego, California, to train for our Operation Physics 
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program. In return, he is demonstrating that training with our staff in 
the SAU through the "Project Physics" program. 


Once again Richard Smiles, Principal at Lafayette Regional, has 
been nominated as a candidate for New Hampshire Principal of the Year in 
1990. As that process continues we wish to extend him our 
congratulations and encouragement for this distinctive honor. It should 
also be noted that Stephen North, Principal at Profile Jr“Sr High 
School, has been selected to serve on the Board of Directors for the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges, a position which reflects 
his expertise and experience in New England with the accreditation 
process for our schools. Congratulations, Steve. Lou Lafasciano, 
Principal of Bethlehem Elementary School, was also honored to serve as 
guest presenter on Critical Skills at the national convention in Atlanta 
for the National Association of Elementary School Principals. In 
addition, he continues to serve as the national representative for the 
New Hampshire Association of School Principals. 


These are only a few examples of our many fine staff in SAU#35 who 
have represented us beyond the expected routine. Many other teachers 
and administrators have been recognized in our region and state through 
their service on professional committees, grant selection teams, 
community service organizations, and local activities. We should always 
take the time to thank them for their efforts on your behalf, and that 
of our most precious resource-the children they serve. 


It would be remiss of me if I falled to mention two outstanding 
student accomplishments this year. In October, both Matthew Vaughan and 
Paul Shaw of Littleton High School were selected as National Merit 
Semi-Finalists from New Hampshire. This is indeed an honor, and 
hopefully both will be successful in attaining National Merit 
Scholarships later in 1990. We are very proud of them. James McGovern 
of Lisbon Regional High School has just recently been named a $1,500 
scholarship winner in the 1990 Century III Leaders Program sponsored by 
the National Association of Secondary School Principals. He wil] be 
representing Lisbon and New Hampshire at a national conference in 
Williamsburg, Virginia, in March 1990. Congratulations are certainly in 
order for Jim and his family. 


It is important also to thank our fine SAU#35 professional and 
support staff for the terrific job they do in maintaining the 
organizational operations of such a diverse, multi-district unit. 
Without the sincere commitment of everyone we could not effectively 
manage the on-going growth and change within our districts. My deepest 
appreciation and thanks is extended to each member of our SAU team. 


It is important to note that the Littleton School District has 
become our first SAU participant in the state and nationally recognized 
School Improvement Program (SIP). Through the New Hampshire Alliance 
for Effective Schools, this program has developed an exciting and 
innovative approach to bringing about structured improvement and change 
within schools. This is a dynamic process involving all elements of the 
school and community in identifying and strategically planning for 
effective schools based on research and trends for the future. 

Littleton has become the first school district K-12 in New Hampshire to 
exercise this opportunity. They are one of only twenty-three schools 
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involved in the School Improvement Program state-wide, but the first 
with a system-wide commitment. Local schoo! teams are composed of 
parents, community members, administrators, teachers, support staff, 
board members, and students. It is certainly an important and vital 
step for Littleton, and one which I hope will be followed by other 
districts in our area in subsequent years. 


All of our districts in SAU#35 have experienced on-going school 
growth, and specifically in the lower elementary grades and pre-school 
population. This has provided the initiative for facilities’ study 
committees in Lisbon, Littleton, Landaff, Lafayette, and Bethlehem. The 
Lisbon Facilities” Needs Committee has been working together for over 
eighteen months to plan and design proposals for a new school in Lisbon. 
The communities of Lisbon and Lyman will formally decide approval for 
this proposed 4.9 million dollar school construction project on February 
20th. This is probably the most important educational decision which 
Lisbon has faced in the past fifty years. Through this project the 
school system will be able to address needed facility improvements to 
meet life and safety codes, growing enrollment, and enhanced curriculum 
changes. As we go to press, it is my sincerest hope that the citizens 
of Lisbon and Lyman will strongly support the hard work demonstrated 
during this planning phase by the school board, community members. and 
school staff. 


Bethlehem has also diligiently addressed school growth and facility 
needs through their building committee. Although the 2.3 million dollar 
bond proposal was defeated in November 1989, the Board will be 
presenting a revised project at the annual meeting in March. I am 
hopeful that we can effectively address the needs for life safety codes, 
handicap accessibility. asbestos removal, classroom space, and an 
appropriate kitchen/cafeteria facility. Once again, I strongly 
encourage the voters of Bethlehem to support these educational 
improvements for the children and parents of our system. 


The Littleton School District has been actively studying the needs 
of their system for the last twelve months. Three committees composed 
of community citizens, staff, administration, and board members have 
been specifically studying the areas of Programs and Spaces, Facilities, 
and Public Relations. It is their intent to continue to review the 
needs of the Littleton District for the future and to develop an 
organizational plan for needed school facilities to accomodate 
elementary growth, as well as curriculum trends in this decade. By 
thoroughly studying all elements of the system and effectively 
communicating those needs to the public, a comprehensive plan can be 
implemented over the next few years. 


Our districts have continued to move forward toward addressing 
state mandated minimum standards at the elementary level. Needs exist 
to increase school counseling personnel, reading specialists, as well as 
increased time in art and music. I am especially pleased by the efforts 
of the Landaff School Board to meet al! of the current state elementary 
minimum standards prior to the 1991 target date. They have made a 
conscientious effort to provide the Blue School students with a 
comprehensive schoo] program with opportunities for instruction in 
music, art, physical education, counseling, and library skills. Landaff 
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deserves a special “hats off to you" from our other SAU districts for 
their serious commitment to enhanced learning in a rural environment. 
It is also important to note that the Landaff School Board has voted to 
formally enter into a ten year tuition agreement with the Lisbon 
Regional School District beginning in July 1990. This benefits both 
school districts, and should solidify a positive long standing 
relationship for the future education of Landaff students. 


Although the secondary standards have been formally approved since 
1984, major revisions in the number of credits and curriculum areas such 
as art, computer literacy, and economics are presently in the 
rule-making process of the New Hampshire State School Board. Profile 
Jr/Sr High School has been extremely busy during 1989-90 completing 
their self-study assessment for the pending visit by the reaccreditation 
team of the New England Association of Schools and Colleges who wil] 
arrive in the fall of 1990. Littleton High School will also begin this 
process next year, as they are scheduled for a reaccreditation 
evaluation in 1992. We would like to formally thank all of the 
participants who must give so much of themselves to prepare and 
articulate the roles of our schools in operating such quality programs. 


Although all of our communities have experienced increasing 
concerns with the rising costs of property owners, it is paramount that 
our citizens not lose sight of the value of investing in our public 
schools. When budget reductions occur, inevitably it is our children 
who suffer the loss of programs, activities, instructional materials, 
human resources, or professional services. To compete in the year 2000 
we must recognize now the value of educating our youth for tomorrow. At 
the recent Presidential Summit held in Charlottesville, Virginia, with 
President Bush, state governors, and chief state school officers, it was 
strongly recommended that we provide adequate funding to support early 
childhood programs, facilities, and appropriately trained and 
compensated staff. These programs must be available to all who need and 
desire them. 


In addition, the Summit recommended a continued commitment toward 
the reduction of drop-out rates and improved academic performance among 
at-risk youth. This requires federal, state, and local support both 
physically and financially. It was strongly recommended that we must 
look to restructure our current concept of schooling within this decade, 
as well as provide tremendous flexibility and accountability for our 
funded programs and system goals. Technology must play a tremendous 
role in this process. We must recognize that science and math have 
developed the potential to broaden our technological horizons far beyond 
what was ever dreamed twenty years ago. 


The President and Governors have pledged that they will be 
accountable for the goals they have set. Therefore, we urge them to 
provide the resources and leadership to encourage development of an 
accountability system that is fair, reflects the best thinking on 
assessment of progress, and addresses long-term rather than quick-fix 
goals. 
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In SAU#35, we believe strongly that the commitment to quality and 
accountability exists actively within our schools, school boards, 
community organizations and parent groups. This local involvement 
continues to nurture the belief that we can and shall! provide for the 
educational opportunity of all our children, and assist them to enter 
the adult world as responsible, productive, and caring citizens in our 
democracy.

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LANDAFF BLUE SCHOOL 
COUNSELOR’S REPORT 
January 1990 


Counseling services were initiated on a regular basis at the Blue 
School beginning in the fall of 1988, as part of the community’s efforts 
to meet mandated state standards. By 1991 all New Hampshire elementary 
schools will be required by state law to have one full-time certified 
guidance counselor for every 500 students enrolled, with smaller schools 
providing such services on a pro-rata basis. Based on present 
enrollments, our counseling services are provided for an average of one 
hour per week. Currently, the counselor spends approximately two hours 
at the school every other week and participates in staffings and parent 
conferences as needed throughout the year. 


The counseling program is designed to assist students, parents and 
faculty in a variety of areas. The overal! goal of the program is to 
work together with school staff to support and guide children in the 
processes of maturing and adapting as they seek to understand and accept 
themselves and others. meet the developmental challenges of childhood. 
learn effectively, and develop positive self-esteem. Large and smal] 
group activities are designed to provide the children with opportunities 
to develop interpersonal skills, self-awareness and problem-solving 
abilities, so that negative or counterproductive behaviors can be 
prevented. In addition, the counselor works individually with children 
who seek her out to discuss problems they may be having. and follow-up 
support with parents is provided when indicated. Regular consultation 
with the classroom teacher regarding student needs and issues is 
ongoing. 


The counselor maintains membership with the North Country 
Counselors Association. the NH School Social Workers Association. the NH 
Association for Counseling and Development, and the National Association 
of Social Workers. She also serves on the faculty of the School for 
Lifelong Learning, and particiaptes on the Citizens’ Advisory Counci| 
for the SAU #35 Student Assistance Program. Through involvement in 
these groups, many additional resources are made available to the Blue 
School in the form of materials, services and professional support. 


The response from students, parents, staff and the community to the 
counseling program has been overwhelmingly positive. It has been 
gratifying not only to help children, parents, or schoo! staff work 
through a problem: but also to share in their successes. celebrations 
and special joys. I look forward to the continuing development of the 
counseling program at the Blue School! that emphasizes the prevention of 
problems and focuses on the positive, healthy development of our young 
people.

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EXCEPTIONAL CHILD SERVICES COORDINATOR’S REPORT 


In May of 1989 the Full Board of SAU#35 modified the full-time ECSC 
position to an eighty-day contracted service for 1989-90. Thus. I have 
been working Monday’s and Thursday’s this year, implementing some of the 
program changes that were identified last year. 


We ended the 1988-89 year on a very positive note with an SAU wide 
Summer Institute for Students Enrichment Program. With funding from a 
Governor’s Initiative for Excellence grant, seventy-eight students in 
grades five through eight participated in a five day experience the last 
week in June. The evaluations by students, parents. and instructors 
overwhelmingly indicated a desire for a second Summer Institute for 
students in the summer of 1990. There are no grant monies available 
this year, however efforts are underway to establish local funding with 
our goal being to hold our second Institute in June or July 1990. 
Planning has already begun and we are very optimistic that. this project 
will be accomplished. 


Three of our district’s have students whose primary language is not 
Enalish. Last year a committee of teachers and administrators developed 
a model plan for providing English as a second language (ESL) services 
to our students. This year the model plan is being "field-tested" in 
four of the schools. Reports from the first two quarterly reviews are 
very positive. The strength of the plan is the establishment of 
building teams which collaboratively address the instructional! and 
supportive service needs of the students. Our intent is to be 
child-centered in our planning. At present ESL services are being 
provided to sixteen students within the SAU. 


Services to our students with special talents and gifts varies from 
district to district. We havea common philosophy, but activities for 
students are different in each building. Some districts have active 
committees. some districts offer training sequences for staff members. 
while other districts provide transportation for students to special 
events. Several districts have made enrichment activities an integral 
part of the curriculum. Plans are underway to form a North Country 
Chapter of the New Hampshire Gifted Education Association. We need to 
share our ideas and resources and continue to work together to address 
the needs of our gifted and talented children. Special events, like our 
Summer Institute. are not enough. 


In November we were visited by an eight member On-Site State Review 
Team as part of the process of receiving approval for the special 
education programs within our six districts. Each school district 
program was visited, staff interviewed, and files reviewed. At the time 
of this report we have received only a preliminary report indicating no 
issues of significance. We are very pleased with these results, 
especially noting the number of commendations for the SAU and the 
individual districts. Specifically, we were commended for "the genuine 
attempt to rectify citations from the March 1987. On-Site Review." Our 
continued progress is a credit to the efforts of our districts to reach 
compliance with state and federal laws and standards. It is important 
to thank our central office leadership, school administrators, special 
education coordinators, and special] education staff and support 
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personnel for their outstanding effort over the last three years. In 
addition, the report contained three suggestions for program improvement 
within the SAU: 


da 


The return of the Exceptional Child Services Coordinator 
position to full-time so that the needs of the individual 
school districts can be addressed thereby bringing continuity 
within the special education process to the SAU. 


The use of a unified functional data reporting system across 
the SAU be implemented: i.e.: IEP forms, notification of 
Parents’ Rights, LD Evaluation summary, Team Meeting Notes. 


In-service training be provided to all special education 

staff to review the process involved in referral, evaluation 
and identification of educationally handicapped students in 
accordance with the "New Hampshire Standards for the Education 
of Handicapped Students.” 


We currently have children in two of our six districts in approved 
home education programs. Here, too, the focus is on developing a 
program to meet the unique needs of the child. In my experiences as 
Exceptional Child Services Coordinator for SAU#35, I am constantly in 
touch with the feelings that the child is central to our planning, 
programming, and evaluation. I believe that is the way it should be.

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PUBLIC NOTICE 


REFERRAL OF EDUCATIONALLY HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 
TO SCHOOL DISTRICTS IN S.A.U. #35 


Public Law 94-142 provides for the free and appropriate public education 
of all educationally handicapped children from ages 3-21 and the 
identification of all educationally handicapped children from birth to 
21. Children in private schools, public schools or currently not 
enrolled in school are equally eligible for these services. 


It is our intent to identify, evaluate and successfully educate al] 
eligible children with handicaps in our districts. We encourage 
parents, neighbors, and agencies to refer to us any child whom you feel 
may have an educationally handicapping condition. You may contact your 
local building principal or the S.A.U. #35 superintendent to initiate 
the process. 
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STUDENT ASSISTANT PROGRAM REPORT 


The Student Assistance Program, a substance abuse prevention, education 
and early intervention program, experienced many positive changes in 
1989. This is the first year that the program has had a full-time 
Coordinator/Facilitator. Schedules were established in each junior and 
senior high school, and as people became more familiar with the program 
the demand for services increased. Over 150 individuals in grades K-12 
received direct services in the form of written information, short-term 
counseling and/or referral to other resources. Over 700 individuals in 
grades K-12 were served through class or group discussion. 


Students Against Drunk Driving (SADD) groups were organized at Profile 
Jr/Sr High School and at Lisbon Regional School; both have sponsored 
several successful activities. 


Developing Capable Young People, a parenting skills course, was 


implemented as part of our community prevention efforts. This course 
will be followed by an on-going monthly parent support group. 


The Citizens’ Advisory Council has been an integral part of the Student 
Assistance Program since it began three years ago. This council is 
comprised of principals, the superintendent of schools, business people, 
lawyers, police, local government officials and parents. 


Currently, the Student Assistance Program is funded entirely by arant 
monies totalling approximately $40,000.00. 


Goals for this year and next include, increasing community awareness of 
alcohol/drug concerns, reducing the number of students who use alcohol 
/drugs, reducing the number of students who experiment with alcohol/ 
drugs, coordinating on-going parent education classes and support 
groups, and becoming incorporated into the school districts as part of 
the permanent educational environment. 


The support of students, parents, educators and community members is 
greatly needed and appreciated.
